v. as other taan a robust, healthy man. 


On Sunday he was m particularly 


good spirits, and in the afternoon en- 
tertained his brother, David Wilson, 
who was visiting him, towards even- 
ing drhing'him to his home about one 
and a half miles north of town. 


After returning from the trip, he sat 


down and soon began complaining of 
pains in his stomaca and about the 
heart. 


This attack was not equal in severi- 


ty to many former ones, and he went 
to bed, having apparently rallied from 
the attack, and remarked that he felt 
much better. 


Mrs. Wilson soon afterward retired 


and had not been in bed long when she 
noticed a decided peculirity about her 
husband's breathing. Securing a light 
she v. ent to his side, but he was then 
unconscious and died a few minutes 
afterward at 10:30 o'clock, death being 
caused by heart disease. 


George C Wilson was born Septem- 


ber 30, IS 13, and was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs Isaac Wilson, who were pion- 
eer settlers in Licking county from 
Virginia. His early life was spent on 
the home farm, wnere he was born, 
about a mile and a half north, of town, 
•\heie David D. Wilson now resides. 
TVhen a young man he came to New- 
ark and engaged as clerk in a hard- 
ware store, afterward becoming deputy 
in the office of County Treasurer Ho- 
mer Ewan, some 25 years ago. 


In 1880, January 6, he was married 


to Miss Emma Brownscombe, who sur- 
vives, there being no children. 


For the past 1-5 years Mr. Wilson 


£ has been a contractor, and during that 


time has built most of the sewers put 
in by the city of Newark.

for the durbar has been sent to the Lon- 
don Express by its special correspond- 
ent in India. Signs of activity, says 
the correspondent, are plain long be- 
fore the coronation camp is reached. 
In the city itself buildings are being 
run up and altered at top speed, and 
the placard, "To Let For the Durbar," 
meets the eye. at every turn. 


There are three principal .camps for 


visitors— No. 1, reserved for those from 
England and America; Xo. 2 includes a 
number of nonofflci.il people from all 
parts of India, and l\o. 3 is allotted to 
people who bring their own tents and 
manage their own feeding. 


The principal hotels in Delhi have 


jeeii secured by a syndicate. 
Large 


,)lots of land have been taken up by 
peculators to be let ln_ smaller plots by 
those who are iu want of accommoda- 
tion. 


The main official camp has as a cen- 


:er the elaborate accommodation for the 
viceroy and his personal guests. It is 
istimatert that in this camp alone there 
will be altogether some 2,000 souis, so 
that its size may be imagined. 


Farther away, at distances varying 


from two to tea miles, are the camps 
of the numerous native chiefs and their 
•ctinacs. Every leading prince in In- 
dia \viil be proscnt— the nizam of Hy- 
derabad, the gat-kv.-ar of Baroda, the 
maharujas of Jaipur, Mysore. Udaipur 
and Tra vjinc-ore, etc.. and other chiefs
